BY-LAW  No.  36. 


A lU/-  Ln  II'  to  atm^ntl  Jiy- I^iw  Ao.  .5. 

rr^HE  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  V^an- 
X couver,  in  Council  assembled,  enact  as  follows: — 

1.  By-Law  No.  5 is  hereby  amended  by  adding  a 
new  section,  to  be  known  as  37a. 

2.  37a.  There  shall  be  exempt  from  the  require- 
ments as  to  furnished  bed  rooms,  and  dining  rooms, 
set  forth  in  section  37,  six  places  authorized  to  be  li- 
censed under  this  by-law,  but  in  case  such  licenses  be 
granted  there  shall  be  paid  by  the  licensee  the  sum  of 
four  hundred  dollars  as  a license  fee  or  duty  per  year, 
payable  as  set  forth  in  section  17,  sub-section  “b,’’’ 
provided  that  upon  application  made  by  any  person 
now  holding  an  hotel  or  saloon  license,  and  upon  pay- 
ment of  the  increased  license  duty,  the  said  number 
of  exempted  places  may  be  made  up  in  whole  or  in 
part  of  such  persons. 

3.  'To  amend  section  14  by  striking  out  the  words 
“does  not  carry  on  the  business  of  selling  by  whole- 
sale or  in  unbroken  packages,”  and  substituting  there- 
for the  words,  “carries  on  a retail  business  of  any 
kind  on  the  premises  for  which  a license  is  sought.”
